Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  Bathavon  Rural  District  for  the  year  1938. 

On  the  1st  April,  1938,  the  Urban  District  of  Keyn- 
sham  was  constituted  by  amalgamating  the  greater  part  of 
Keynsham  and  the  Parish  of  Saltford  into  one  District. 

Owing  to  the  death  of  Dr.  J.  M.  Harper  at  the  end 
of  May,  the  work,  until  the  31st  December,  was  carried  on 
by  myself  as  a temporary  measure.  A full  time  Medical 
Officer  was  appointed  for  the  combined  Districts  of  Bath- 
avon, Keynsham  and  Frome  (Urban  and  Rural),  who 
relieved  me  of  the  duties  on  the  1st  January,  1939. 

From  a Summary  of  Returns  by  the  Registrars,  the 
number  of  deaths  amounted  to  224,  but  as  36  were  visitors 
it  will  be  necessary  to  eliminate  these,  at  the  same  time 
adding  76  “ transferable  deaths  ” of  residents  who  have 
died  outside  the  District,  making  the  total  given  by  the 
Registrar-General  264,  132  males  and  132  females.  This 
gives  a death  rate  of  11.90  per  1,000.  The  death  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  is  11.6.  The  standarised  death  rate 
is  9.99.

DIPHTHERIA. 

During  the  year,  there  was  a severe  epidemic  of 
diphtheria,  which  started  early  in  August  and  was  confined 
almost  wholly  to  the  area  adjoining  Bath  on  the  east  side. 
This  coincided  with  an  epidemic  in  the  City;  a great 
number  of  the  children  affected  attended  Bath  schools. 
With  the  help  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  a boy  carrier  was 
located  in  Batheaston,  and  shortly  after  this  the  epidemic 
began  to  wane,  but  a few  sporadic  cases  were  notified  until 
the  end  of  October. 

There  were  two  deaths  at  the  beginning  of  the  out- 
break, but  later  the  cases  were  mostly  mild. 

The  Immunisation  Scheme  detailed  in  the  report  of 
the  year  1937,  was  put  into  operation  in  September,  and 
by  the  end  of  the  year  most  of  the  larger  schools  had  been 
dealt  with  The  percentage  of  parents  who  were  willing 
to  co-operate,  varied  greatly,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  it 
will  not  require  the  visitation  of  a severe  epidemic  of 
diphtheria  to  teach  people  that  prevention  is  better  than 
cure.  This  is  not  a stunt  devised  by  the  health  authorities 
to  be  practised  on  children,  but  a definite  means  of  preven- 
tion of  a dread  disease,  and  as  such,  it  is  the  duty  of  parents 
to  avail  themselves  of  such  an  important  service. 


HOSPITALS,  Etc. 

The  City  of  Bath  and  Paulton  Isolation  Hospitals 
continue  to  serve  the  district  for  the  treatment  of  infectious 
cases.

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Bath  Corporation  supply  the  following  parts  of 
the  District  : — The  whole  of  Batheaston,  the  hamlet  of 
Bailbrook,  Lower  Swainswick,  Lansdown,  Weston,  St. 
Catherine  and  Woolley.  37  houses  adjacent  to  the  City 
Boundary  are  also  supplied  at  Bathampton. 

The  Combe  Down  Water  Company  supply  the  whole 
of  Combe  Down,  Claverton  (except  a few  houses  supplied 
by  the  Skrine  Estate),  Freshford,  Southstoke,  Midford,  and 
part  of  Hinton  Charterhouse. 

The  West  Gloucester  Water  Company  supply  the 
whole  parish  of  Whitchurch,  part  of  Corston,  and  a few 
houses  at  Queen  Charlton. 

Peasedown  St.  John  is  supplied  with  water  purchased 
in  bulk  from  the  Norton-Radstock  Urban  District  Council. 

The  Marksbury  Scheme  is  now  complete  and  the  water 
is  purchased  in  bulk  from  the  Clutton  Rural  District 
Council. 

The  District  Council  supply  the  following  villages  : — 
Bathampton,  Bathford,  Hinton  Charterhouse,  Monkton 
Combe,  Upper  Swainswick,  Wellow,  Shoscombe,  Camerton, 
Dunkerton  and  Swinford. 
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The  villages  of  Stanton  Prior,  Queen  Charlton,  Priston, 
Northstoke,  Newton  St.  Loe,  Kelston,  Corston  and  Burnett 
are  supplied  by  privately  owned  supplies.  In  each  case  the 
supply  has  been  ample. 


THE  DROUGHT. 

Considerable  inconvenience  was  caused  at  Peasedown 
St.  John  owing  to  the  main  springs  at  Downside  being  much 
reduced  in  quantity,  and  in  consequence  the  water  was  shut 
off  from  6 p.m.  to  6 a.m.  This  shortage  of  supply  was 
further  accentuated  by  several  leakages  in  the  mains  and 
services.  A very  bad  fracture  was  found  at  the  Schools. 
These  fractures  were  probably  due  to  coal  mining 
operations. 

To  a lesser  degree,  the  upper  parts  of  Bathampton  and 
Bathford  were  also  affected  by  the  drought. 


SEWERAGE. 


During  the  year,  extensions  to  existing  sewers  have 
been  made  at  Batheaston,  Swainswick,  Weston  and  Whit- 
church to  meet  the  demand  of  new  buildings. 

The  arrangement  made  with  the  Bath  City  Council  for 
the  treatment  of  sewage  at  the  disposal  works  at  Saltford 
from  the  parishes  of  Bathford,  Batheaston,  Bathampton, 
Claverton,  Monkton  Combe,  Swainswick  and  Weston  con- 
tinues to  give  satisfaction. 

The  sewers  and  drainage  of  the  district  have  been  kept 
under  supervision  and  received  the  necessary  attention  for 
maintenance  and  repairs. 

There  are  no  factories  or  works  discharging  noxious 
effluents  into  the  streams,  such  as  chemical  works,  breweries, 
milk  depots  or  dye  works.

Advice  has  been 
given  and  baits  provided;  as  a result,  many  rats  were 
destroyed  especially  in  those  villages  adjacent  to  the  River 
Avon. 

The  onus  of  ridding  lands  and  premises  of  rats  falls 
upon  the  occupier  and  not  upon  the  Local  Authority  as 
is  the  common  belief. 


Disinfection. 

The  disinfection  of  rooms  is  carried  out  by  the  use  of 
a sprayer,  a solution  of  Izal  or  Cyllin  being  used.  After  a 
death  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  the  bedding  is  gener- 
ally burnt.  When  cases  are  removed  to  Paulton  Isolation 
Hospital,  the  bedding  is  taken  there  for  steam  disinfection. 
Disinfectant  is  also  supplied  to  the  occupiers  for  cleansing 
purposes.
